The Church is Umble to Rectify 
Io justice. 

Rev. George C. Lorimer, of Chi- 
cago preached on "The Religious 
Problem of the City." 

"The world has never yet been 
blessed with a real Christian city," 
said Dr. Lorimer. "The disregard 
of the Sabbath, the tricks, frauds 
and schemes in business, and the 
ebb in public conscience all demon- 
strate clearly that our centres of 
population are far from being Chris- 
tian in deed and in thought. 

"The Church has neither the 
money nor the authority to inter- 
pose in an autocratic fashion for 
the compulsory regulation of socie- 
ty according to her ideals.

of. If he should not antagonize, 
thought he, he should make allian- 
ces with the great powers in the 
business world. But he had brok- 
en with Morgan. He should, there- 
fore, join iouoB nitii others equal- 
ly great, or greater, if possible.
